Covina Valley Gas Company Part of .Big Scheme 


Which Embraces Valley Towns From 


Santa Ana to Monrovia. 


Simultaneous with the incorpora- 


tion of the 
Southern 
Counties Gas 


Company of California, with a capi- 
talization of $1,000,000, C. H. Peirson 
of the Southern 
California 
Edison 


Company announced yesterday that 
the gas properties owned by his com- 
pany at Santa Ana and Whittier had 
been transferred to the new corpora- 
tion. At the same time the new or- 
ganization took over the properties 
owned and operated by the Orange 
County Gas Company, which has been 
serving Orange, Anaheim and Fuller- 
ton.

Improvement Work on Citrus Avenue 


Will 
Be Commenced Within 


Thirty Days. 


A start will be made within thirty 


days on the mile of road on Citrus 
avenue, which the city will macada- 
mize and lay down in asphalt. The 
contract for this street was let on 
Tuesday night for $38,000 to L. H. 
McGowan of Los Angeles, who puts 
up a bond of $4800 as a personal guar- 
antee.

Citrus avenue will be paved in as- 


phalt from School street to Center 
street, a distance of 1500 feet, and 
this will cost the property holders $6 
per front foot. The remainder of this 
street will be laid in macadam at the 
rate of $3.75 per front foot. That the 
building of this main thoroughfare in 
this first class manner will make a 
very great difference in the appear- 
ance of the city, is the opinion of ev- 
eryone. 


As soon as is feasible the work will 


also be started on Badillo avenue, 
east and west, and the trustees are 
figuring on the cost of the same work 
on San Bernardino road. 


Gradually, one street after another 


is to be paved or asphalted. The city 
trustees feel that the best boosting 
they can do for the town is to push 
the matter of the streets, and with 
this in view the members are bending 
every effort to get the work done.

The Proportions of Lime to Magnesia 


in the Soil, and Their Relation to 


Nutrition in Citrus Trees. 
By R. R. SNOWDEN, Soil Engineer, Los Angeles. 


Magnesia is ;\ ni"st important element of fertility in the soil. since il 


is absolutely necessary t» the development of n i l plants; and yet it 
may. on the other hand, liecomi detrimentHl. 


Kearney and Cameron, investigating the effects of various .salts on 


plant life when used separately, found magnesium chloride more tJian 
twice as injurious as sodium carbonate, or "black alkali.'' and magnc- 
sium sulphate or cps.oni salt three times as injurious. Although calcium 
chloride is itself inimical to plant life, they found magnesium sulphate 
3% times as injurious as this salt.

Magnesium carbonate, sulphate and nitrate, are of common occur- 


rence in the soils of the California citrus regions, and were it not for 
the ubiquitous lime salts, t h e i r injurious effects would be much niofi 
prevalent and pronounced t h a n they are. Indeed, so positive is f l i c 
restraining influence of lime on magnesium salts t h a t p l a n t s are Mor 


portion of magnesia to lime in the soil is detrimental. The writer be- 
lieves this to be in part a question of solubility. 


Lime as carbonate is necessary to the trees, but the carbonate re- 


quires an acid solvent to render it available. The carbonic acid of the 
soil, however, is sufficient ordinarily for this purpose. But where mag- 
nesium carbonate occurs with it in sufficient quantity, the latter will 
lay first and superior claim on this acid, producing an alkaline solu- 
tion in which the calcium carbonate is practically insoluble.

It will be observed that magnesium carbonate rendered the lime in 


the form of carbonate practically insoluble while it was unable to re- 
strict the solubility of the sulphate beyond three-tenths of its normal 
solubility, possibly indicating the superior availability of calcium 
sulphate over the carbonate in the presence of large proportions of 
magnesium salts. 


Loew has also investigated the physiological side of the relations of 


these two soil constituents to plant life, and reaches the positive con- 
clusion that lime salts are the antidote for magnesium salts. In his 
experiments he found that lime without magnesia produced "a dense 
forest of root hairs"—to use his own words, while magnesia without 
lime produced only a few short hairs! and suggests that this explains 
why^nlauts arc able to absorb increased quantities of potash and am- 
monia salts after being manured with lime salts. It is thus seen that 
v.hen a. sufficiency of lime is available to the plant its feeding eapacitv 
must lie much more extended than without it. It is, therefore, patent 
that whatever interferes with the assimilation of lime, hinders the de- 


factor in the resulting crop t h a n is generally sup- 


•ves t h a t he has traced several cases of malnutrition, 


.•snd specifically of incipient chlorosis or "mottled leaf" in orange and 
lemon trees, to an excessive proportion of magnesia to lime in the soil, 
though it is certain that some cases are due to other causes. 


Taking a typical case of this disease in lemon trees, he determined 


the principal constituents of the ashes of the leaves from the sick and 
the healthy trees respectively, as well as those of the soil of the af- 
fected and the t h r i f t y area ill the same orchard.

The potash, as shown, had increased in the sick leaves to more than 


two and one-half times t h a t in the healthy leaves, and the phosphoric- 
acid to more than eleven and one-half times as much, while the lime 
had suffered a severe decline.

of the corresponding leaf ash. and hence could not be responsible as a 
whole for the variations in the latter.

One finds twice as much* lime as phosphoric acid, another seven and 


one-tenth times as much,''' and still another seven and one-fifth times as 
much;** the range of lime compared with phosphoric acid being 850 
per cent. 


One finds two and one-fifth times as much''' lime as potash, another 


three and two-fifths times as much.*'* and still another four times as 
much;* the range of lime as compared with potash being 182 per cent. 


These wide discrepancies the writer attributes to this very factor of 


varying proportions of magnesia to lime in the soil. 


Pursuing the investigation, determinations were made of these two 


constituents in a number of soils where the condition of the trees was 
known, and the results as shown in the following table seem to justify 
•the conclusion that just as soon as the percentage of lime in the soil 
becomes less than double that of magnesia there is derangement of 
nutrition in the orange trees, but the lemon appears to be mucih more 
tolerant of the evil. This is probably why mottled leaf is far more 
frequently seen in the orange than in the lemon. 


The apparent exceptions to this rule found so far are easily explain- 


able.

Since lime is depleted by the processes of nutrition more rapidly 


than is magnesia, it is not surprising that many citrus trees after 
nourishing for a time ultimately show the effects of the relative ex- 
haustion of lime, notwithstanding that its actual quantity in the soil 
might still be above the ordinary minimum of adequacy; hence it must 
be more than a coincidence that while the writer has often wondered 
that this well recognized subordination of lime to magnesia is so gen- 
•rally ignored, the citrus orchardists also have been wondering why 
their trees are so often mottled and sometimes unprofitable. 


dition, since, as it is well known, a weakening of the organism, 
whether vegetable or animal, renders it more susceptive to the attacks 
of all its enemies of whatever kind. Certain it is that the oranges most 
famous for their tine quality are grown on land that is very rich in 
available lime. As widely as we have seen the analysis'of the orange 
leaf to vary, the fruit is subject to like variations in the proportions 
of its constituents. The University of California found the lime in the 
fruit to be equal to 2(i.f> pounds in the car load, while Ifillman found 
the average of a large number of widely divergent analyses to be 115 
pounds. 
It is surely by no accident that this is so. Certainly then 


some peculiarity of soil condition predetermines this, and the writer 
attributes this also to the relations of lime and magesia or some analo- 
gous condition, without proof, however, at the present time. 


MODIFYING CONDITIONS. 


Magnesium salts being more soluble, are also more mobile in the 


soil than calcium salts; hence the capillary efficiency of a soil may 
exercise a direct influence over their mutual relations. The relations 
of magnesia and lime may be modified by judicious use of irrigation 
water, and by the efficient use of the mulch. 


The proper balance of the two may be maintained by adequate addi- 


tions of lime in a suitable form, the sulphate being apparently the best. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


( 1 1 
Many citrus orchards are probably close to the limit of toler- 


ance, but are m a i n t a i n e d in a state of moderate thrift by the generous 
applications of superphosphates they are receiving, owing to the large 
percentage of calcium sulphate they contain whether made from rock 
phosphates or bone. So many cases of mottled leaf have been cured 
by the use of superphosphates that this trouble has come to be a t t r i - 
buted to a lack of phosphoric acid, when in fact it is doubtless due 
to a lack of lime and probably the sulphate. This mistake is most 
natural, since the trouble might be manifested in the presence of what 
would be a sufficiency of lime when its relation to magnesia is neglect- 
ed.

The water supply as well as the fertilizer materials should, 


be rigorously censored against the undue introduction of magnesia 
into the orchard soil.
